HOUGH this Book was printed two Years 
ago, it has not been » ssraauh: bur within thefe 
few Months. The Writer of thefe Lives does 
. frequently inveigh againft the corrupt Manners 
of the Bifhops of his time, and befides oppofes the Right, 
Which the Popes claimed over the Bifhops of Ravenna. 
Perhaps thofe Two Things moved the Editor to take fome 
Meafures, for fear of difpleafing the Court of Rome ; and 
it may be the true Reafon why this Book did not.come 
out fooner. Agne#us, Abbot of Ravenna, lived in the 1X. 
Century. His Lives of the Bifhops and Archbifhops of 
that City have been unknown for feveral Ages , and per- 
haps would be fo to this day, had it not been for Jerome’ 
Rubeus, who frequently quotes him in his Hiftory of Ra- 
wenna, publith’d in the XVI. Century, Some Learned 
Men, and Ff among others, have confounded him with 
another Perfon of the fame Name , who was Bifhop of 
Ravenna in the Vith Century. oe 
The Abbot Bacthini, no tefs diftinguifh'd by his Hy-° 
manity and Politenefs, than by his - great Learning, has 
prefixed a Preface tothis Work, wherein he takes notice 
of fome Faults of agnrlius. The moft confiderable, in-

the Abbot’s Opinion, are the Boldnefs of that Writer ia 
reproving feveral Prelates for their diffolute Life, and op- 
pofing the Pretenfions of the Bifhops of Rome. He calls 
him a Schifmatick in feveral Places, and undertakes to 
fhew that he is miftaken, when he fays that the Emperors 
Valentinian ILI. and Fuftinian, gave the Palium to Two 
Archbifhops of Ravenna. The Editor has divtded this 
Work into Two Parts. The firft contains the Lives of 
the Bifhops from Apollinarius to Ecclefius : And the fecond, 
from Eeclefius to George contemporary with Agnelus. The 
Abbot Batchini has added feveral Learned Obfervations 
upon that Author ; and befides he has inferted feven hifto- 
rical and chronological Differtations, wherein he careful. 
ly enquires into the Time when each Bifhop Flourifh’d. 
He has alfo prefixed to thofe Lives the Verfes of an Ano- 
nymous Writer, which he found in the fameManufcript ; 
to which he has added fome Learned Notes. oe 
The Appendix contains, firft, a very compendious Hi- 
ftory of the Archbifhops of Ravenna by an Anonymous 
Author, as far as Opizo, the Eighty Third Archbithdp, 
who died in the Year 1300. The Editor has inferted in 
that Hiftory feveral Pieces never before publifhd : Among 
others , the Aéts of a Council held at Rome, under the 
Pontificate of Nicolas I. againft ¥obx Archbifhdp of Ra- 
Cinna; and a Conftitution of the Emperor Orho in a Coun- 
cil of Rome held in 998, whereby all Bifhopsand Abbots 
are forbidden to fell any Church-Lands, er-to give them 
to their Relations, The fecond Piece of the Append/x is 
a continuation of the firft’, by, Paul Scord/dy “It covirains 
the Lives of the following Archbifhops, to the beginning 
of the XVebr€entury. ‘The Readers will find fome other 
Pieces inferted in that Work. ." 2 - «© oO 8 
Agnellus deferves little Credit in what he fays of the an- 
cient Bifhops of Ravenna; he owns that: he tells many 
Stories, as they were commonly believed, and buile ppon 
amere Tradition, The firft Bifhop of Ravenna, accord. 
ing to his Account, was St. dpollinarius, a Native of Ana 
tioch, and a Difciple of Se. Peter, with whom he came to 
Kome, and by whom he was ordain’d, He wrought ma- 
ny Miracles, and fuffer’d Martyrdom under, the. Empire 
of Vefpafian. . The Life of Ar bifhop Maury: is one of 
the moft curious: The Author mentions his pal els with 
the Pope, and gives us his Epitaph in thefe, V on Hie 
requit{cit im pace Maurus Archiepifcopus, qui vixit annes 
LXVII , qui tempore Domini Conftantini Imp. diberavit rerle- 
fiam fuam de jugo Romanorum feruitutis. Aguellue complains 
in feveral Places of the Avarice, Luxury , and. Lewdnefy 
of the Bifhops 5 and having praifed Archbihop kcehepus 
for his Virtue, he criés out, Hew vehi gregibus, quales eraus

He gives his Judgment concerning the Hi a 
of Ravenna in the following Words. Jerom Rubeus, fays 
he, writ that Hiftory in a very pure and accurate Stile, 
snfomuch that he is accounted a fecond Livy : But he is 
not exaét in his Chronology, and in the choice of Things 
and Writers: He adorns the Truth with fo many Flou- 
rithes, that he impofes upon the Reader. Nay, he has 
omitted feveral Things, that are truly related by 4gnellus, 
and has inferted feveral Falfities, which one would take to 
be true, and to have been mention’d by «gzellus , whom 
he commends as a grave Author. Rubews publifh’d a new 
Edition of that Hiftory at Venice in 1590. with large Ad- 
s. 

otto conclude this Article , we fhall obferve that gnel- 
lus has interfperfed his Lives of the Bifhops of Ravenna 
with many fabulous Stories. When he mentions the E- 
le&tion of a new Bifhop, he frequently tells us that a 
Dove was feen hovering over his Head. We need not 

give any other Inftance of his great Credulity.

M Berg, being Superintendant of Livonia, was in a 
* manner obliged to get a particular Knowledge 
of the Religion of the Mufcovites, a Nation bordering up- 
on that Coun Befides, he thinks ‘tis his Duty to be 
concern’d for their Salvation. Thofe Two Reafons mo. 
ved him, when he was to take his laft Degree in Divini- 
ty, and give a Proof of his Learning, to pitch upon the 
Subje& of this Differtation , or rather of this Trearife, 
which contains an Hiftorical and Dogmatical Expofition 
of the prefent State of the Church and Religion of Mu/-

“This Work is divided into Three Se&tions. The firft, 
which is Hiftorical, confifts of XX. Chapters, In the 
firft Chapter, M. Berg gives an Account of the Authors, 
who writ concerning the Hiftory and the Cuftoms of the 
Mufcoviter. He mentions not only the Subjefts treated of 
by each Writer, but alfo the Place and the Time of the 
Impreffion ; and gives his Judgment in a few Words 
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about their Performances. He difcourfes, in the nexg 
Chapter, of fome Books of great Authority among the 
Mufcovite s, in point of Religion. The moft confiderable 

is a Confeflion of Faith of the Greek Church, printed in 

the Mufcovite Language , by Order of the Czar Peter , ar 

Mofcow, in 1696. in Folio, with Two Homilies of S¢, 

John Damafcen, concerning the Worfhip of Images ; and 

a long Preface of Adrian Patriarch of Mufcovy, which is 

a kind of a Commentary upon the Book we fpeak of¢ 

That Confeffion of Faith was tranflated into Latin by 

Normannus , and publifhed at Leipfick in 1695. Panajott;, 

firft Interpreter of the Grand Signior, had a Latin Tran. 

flation of the fame Work , printed at his Charges in the 

Year 1662, 

The Author proceeds to what concerns the Origin, 
the Manners and Language of the Mufcovites. Their mof 
ancient Manufcript Annals import , that they are origi. 
nally Sclavonians, defcended from japheth; and that they 
lived formerly along the Danube, in thofe Countries that 
are now call’d Hungary and Bulgaria. ‘Fis certain, fays 
the Author, that the Sclavonians are not a different Nation 
from the Ancient Sarmate. Some Hiftorians maintain, 
without any Reafon, that they came from Scandinavia, as 
well as the Goths: The Mufcovites go by feveral Names: 
They are call'd Mofci, Mofcovite, Ruff, Rofiaci, Rutheni, 
Roxani, and Roxolani ; but more generally Ruffians and 
Mufcovites. The Word Raffus, or Ruffian, is derived from 
Ros and Sejanie, two Sclavonian Words, which put toge. 
ther, fignify a Difperfion ( Diffeminatio.) As for the Etys 
mology of the Word Sclavonian, it is derived from Slava, 
Glory, Noblenefs. 

The Mufcovite Language is a Dialect of the Sclavenian, 
or rather the Sclavonian it felf. That Language, which 
is alfo call’d Windifch, Ilyrian, and Sorabick, prevails in 
many Countries. It is fpoken in Dalmatia, Bofnia, Mora~ 
via, Bohemia, Lufatia, Silefia, Poland, Lithuania, Black 
Ruffia, Scandinavia, Mafcovy, Bulgaria, &c. Herbinius and 
Frencelius pretena that it is derived from the Hebrew : The 
former endeavours to prove it, by comparing Fifty Scl. 
vonian Words with fo many Hebrew Words, M. Sparf- 
wenfeld is writing a Sclavonian Dictionary , that will very 
much facilitate the Study of that Language. 

After thefe Preliminaries, the Author enters upon his 
main Subje&, viz. the Religion of the Mufcoustes. They 
were Idolaters, and “eg their Gods Piorumi, Ma- 
cofi, Chorfi, Stribi, &c. ( whofe Figures may be {een in 

armundus, pag. 2.) till the Year 99. when the Czar 
Wladimir , or Wolodimir , embraced Chriftianity with all 
his Subje&ts , and was call’d Bafl at his Baptifm. ‘Tis 
true , the Mufcovites pretend in their Annals to have ree 
ceived the Light of the Gofpel by the Miniftry of the A. 
poftle St. Andrew ; and. M. Berg obferves, that the Sub. 
{cription of a Bishop of the Rufians or Sclavonians , isto 
be found among thofe of the Council of Nice, held in 
the Fourth Century. This long Interruption of the Chri. 
ftian Religion in Mufcovy, fays the Author, might be af- 
cribed to the Negligence of the Paftors, the Ignorance of 
the People, and the frequent Irruptions of the Idolatrous 
Barbarians,who overflowed Rufia. But he maintains, that 
the Mufcovites were converted by the Greeks , whofe chief 
Doétrines they follow’d, whatever Father Papebroch ma 
fay to the contrary ; being in that refpect of a quite dif 
ferent Opinion from Father Pofevin, his Fellow-Jefuit. 
However , the Mufcovtes don’t agree with the Greeks in 
every Article : Nor does it follow from thence that they 
agree with the Church of Rome; excepting the Ru 
under the Dominion of Poland, who acknowledge the 
Pope, but without any prejudice to their Rites and other 
Articles of their Belief. 

M. Berg examines this Queftion in the Fifth Chapter, 
Whether the Mufcovites deferve the Name of Chriftiansy 
which the Lutherans feem’d unwilling to allow themupon 
fome Occafions? The Mufcovites, as it appears from the 
next Chapter , have not a better Opinion of the different 
Setts of Chriftianity, which they look upon as barbarous. 
and impure ; fo far that the Czars never. fail to walk 
their Hands, when the Ambaffadors of Chriftian Princes: 
kifs them, according to Cuftom. Tho’ the Mufcovstes, 
take a particular Care to forbid all manner of Difputes 
about Religion , they have not been able to prevent the 
growing of a Confiderable Se& , which they call Rofcolfe 
Eh or Rafcalnich 3 asif one fhou’d fay, 4 RebeLious and, 
Tamulsuous SH. Thole Se&aries call themfelves ie 
that 
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that is, Ele. They affe&t an Outfide of Mortification 
and Holinefs: They avoid the Company of other Men, 
whom they profels to defpife : Ina Word, they havea 
great Affinity with the pharifees. The Readers may fee 
what the Author fays of them in the Seventh Chapter. 

The Lutherans and Calvinifis have their Temples at Moj- 
cow, inthe Suburb of Sloboda: And 'tis not long fince 
the Roman Catholicks have obtain’d a Houfe, where they 
fay Mals, upon Condition that no Jefuit fhall fettle in 
Mufcovy. As for the Se& call’d Rofcelkich, which we 
have juft now mention’d, the Mufcovites perfecute them 
without any Mercy. ‘They are not lefs zealous for the 
Propagstion of their Belief, which is the main Bufinefs 
of their Monks and Hermits. The Author tells us, in 
the Ninth Chapter, how their Churches are built, and 
how they perform the Divine Office. It confifts chiefly 
in the Reading of the New Teftament in the Sc/avonian 
Language. The Mufcovites would be afraid of Prophaning 
their Churches, if they fhould read the Old Teftament ; 
becaufe, fay they , ‘tis full of Lewd Srories: However, 
they read it in private. They always pray ttanding, or 
proltrated upon the Ground, and never on their Knees ; 
becaufe, fay they, they will not imitate the Soldiers, who 
mockt our Saviour. They have neither Organs, nor any 
other Mufical Inftrument in their Churches : Their Rea- 
fon for itis, that this Cuftom, which was praétifed un- 
der the Old Teftament, has been abrogated by the 
New. 

In che next place,M. Berg gives us a Lift of thofe Books 
of Holy Scripture, and of the Writings of the Fathers, 
that have been tranflated and printed in Sclavonianw, and 
are read in the Mufcovite Churches, The following Chap- 
ters of this Secticn concern the Sacrifice of the Mats, the 
feveral Parts of the Divine Office, and the Time appoint- 
ed for the Celebration of it ; the Feafts of the Mufcovites, 
their Proceffions, their Schools, generally buile near the 
Churches, their Monafteries, their Clergy , their Synods, 
apd their Saints. 

The Second Se&ion of this Treatife, containing an 
Account of the Do&trine of the Mufcevite Church, is 
divided into Thirty three Chapters. The Author keeps 
clofe to their Confeffion of Faith, which he carefully tran- 
icribes at length, and makes feveral Refle@ions upon ic. 
He examines , in the Three firft Chapters, the Do&trine 
of the Mufcovites concerning Juftification, Faith, the Ho- 
ly Scripture, Councils and Fathers, and the Number of 
Articles of Faith. The Expofition of the Twelve Arti- 
cles of their Creed takes up the Thirty Chapters follow- 
ing. The firft Article gives him Occafion to difcourfe of 
their Opinions concerning God, the Holy Trinity , the 
Divine Attributes, Creation, the Nature of Angels and 
Men, Sin, Free-Will, Predeftination, and Providence, 
In like manner, explaining the IXth, Xth, and XIth Ar- 
ticles of thar Creed, he informs us of their Do&trine con- 
cerning the Commandments of the Church, the Seven Sa- 
craments, and Purgatory. 

There is at the End of this Book a Third Se&tion, con- 
taining a fhort Cenfure of M. Berg, upon the Second and 
Third Part of the Confeffion of Faith of the Mufcovites, 
relating to Moral Theology. This laft Se&tion confifts of 
Five Chapters. He treats, in the Firft, of the Chriftian 
Hope, and the Lord’s-Prayer ; in the Second, of the Nine 
Beatitudes ; inthe Third, of the Love of God and our 
Neighbours; in the Fourth, of Sin in general, and in 
particular: and in the Fifth, of the Ten Command-

F all the Methods, whereby Phyfick may be brought 

to a State of Perfection , none are more effeual 
than that which is grounded upon Obfervation and Exam- 
ples ; and of all the Phyficians, who have imparted to us 
their Obfervations, none have publifh’d a greater Num- 
ber and more ufeful ones than H poocrates. Ic were to be 
wifh’d, thar rhe fame hand, which colle&ted them fo care- 
fully, had placed them in a good Order ; but what he 
could not do, being prevented by{Death, has been per- 
form’d by the Learned Lewis Duret in his Work upon the 
Coacae Prenotiones of Hippocrates, and by the famous Pro/per 
Alpinus in his Art of foretelling the Death or the Reco- 
very of Sick People’ This Work, which was printed 
the firft time at Padwa in 1601. and which is perhaps the 
beft thing a Phyfician can read, being grown very fcarce, 
M. Boerhave, who had a Copy printed at Francfort, has 
publifh’d a new Edition of it , carefully revifed and core 
rected, Many Faults which crept into the Text, and the 
Quotations of Profper Alpinus , hen been mended in this 
new Edition ; which is the more to be valued by all Phy- 
fians, becayfe the Prediction is the moft excellent and 
the moft wonderful Part of Phyfick. Hippocrates forelee« 
ing a Plague, prevented the difmal Confequences of it ; 
for which the fame Honours were decreed to him as toa 
Hercules. Eudemus, a Roman Senator and Philofopher, be« 
ing recovered of a Difeafe, as Galen had foretold him, 
cried out full of Admiration , That 4po/lo was come to 
inform fick People , through Galen's Mouth , of what 
fhould happen to them. This Art of Forefeeing Dif- 
eafes, or what will happen to fick People, is not only the 
nobleft, butalfo the moft neceflary Part of Phyfick,-fince 
tis impoflible to prefcribe proper Remedies without fuch 
a Knowledge. Profper Alpinus, being fenfiblevof the Ne-~ 
ceflity of this Art, undertook to make the: Spuily of it 
more eafy ; and having made many Obfervatians upon 
feveral fick Perfons , and in feveral Countrits» he wr ae 
fed a Work, wherein he teaches how to fortfee Difeafes ; 
how to judge from the beginning , whether they ‘will be 
long or fhore ; how to know the precedent Symptoms ; 
and laftly how to foretell the Death or the’Recovery of 
fick People. This laft Head, which makes the Fourth 
Part of the Work, is contain’d in Seven Books lately Re- 
printed. 

There are, in the Progwoftica of Hippocrates, feveral Rules 
neceflary to make a right Predi&tion; and,in his Books£p:- 
demiorum, feveral particularCafes,whichjconfirm theTruth 
of thofe Rules. Profper Alpinus put in a good order the 
beft things contain'’d in thofe Two Works: He inferted 
at the fame time the moft excellent Obfervations of Galen 
upon that Subjef&; to which he added what he had 
learn'd by hisown Experience, By this means he writ a 
compleat Treatife, the reading of which can never be toa 
much recommended, 3 

The firft Book runs upon thofe Prediftions, that are 
grounded in general on the Strength of Sick People. 

The Second treats of thofe,that are perce ground. 
ed upon the State of the Brain, the Heat or Coldnefs of 
the Body, Pain, Ot. — 

The Third Book fhews what the feveral Motions and 
Situations of fick People foretell. | " 
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The Fourth, what Inferehces may be drawn from the 
Pulfe, the Refpiration, Hunger, Thirft, or the Privation 
f both of them. 
‘ The Fifth, What the Leannefs of the Body, the 
Colour of the Skin, and the Air of the Face fignify : 
What Indications arife from the Nofe, the Eyes, the 
ue, Ce. 
10h Sixth, the Signs which appear before a Crifis. 

The Seventh, what each fort of Crifis does commonly 

retell. 

The Author is very Particular upon all thefe Heads. 
To give an Example of what he obferves : A Sick Perfon 
is tormented with a violent Fever attended with a Deliri- 
um ; What does this Symptom foretell ? He makes the 
following Obfervations upon it, after Hippecrates, Galen, 
and the beft Obfervators. 

A Delirium is not mortal, when the Pulfe is ftrong, and 
the Refpiration free. 

It is alfo harmlefs , when the Head fweats plentifully 
with the reft of the Body ; when the Hemorrhoids come 
upon it ; when the fick Perfon feels a great Pain in his 
Hips, Thighs, Feet or Hands ; when after Sleep or after 
fome Evacuation, fuch as the bleeding of the Nofe, a Flux 
of Urine, or the voiding of Stools, he recovers his Senfes, 
or feems to be more ealy ; when he Jaughs in his Raving ; 
when having ftill Strength enough, he raves only by in- 
tervals. 
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But a Delirium is mortal, when the Strength is Very 
much exhaufted ; when it increafes after Sleep; when j¢ 
occafions a profound Silence, whether the fick Perfon will 
not fpeak, or cannot do it. - For if he will not fpeak, 'tig 
a fign the melancholy Humour prevails in the higheft 
Degree. If he cannot fpeak , ’tis becaufe the Organs are 
obftru&ed by a thick Humour, fo that he cannot articulate 
his Words: Or becaufé he has no Voice to form them - 
which is equally dangerous, efpecially when this Acci. 
dent is tended. with a weak Motion of the Hands, ang 
when the fick Perfon opens his Eyes flowly and not fully, 
A Delirium is alfo mortal, when a Trembling comes upon 
it; for though aTrembling be not mortal in it felf,it proves 
fo moft times, when it happens to meet with the Sym. 
ptom we fpeak of. 

When fick People ina Delirium gather Motes, or pluck 
out the Down of their Blankets, Death is near at Hand. 
If their Stools are white, and their Urine very clear, ‘tis 
another pernicious Sign. The Author confirms all this by 
feveral Examples taken from Hippocrates rnd Galen ; to 
which he adds feveral Explications, grounded upon the 
Structure and Oeconomy of the Body. He frequently ufes 
theWord Faculty: But he ought to be excufed confidering 
the time he lived in ; the more, becaufe, though he ufes 
that Word, his Explications are neverthelefs Natural and 
Judicious, and contain nothing but what agrees with Mo« 
dern Phyfick.

Ather Baltus, aJefuit, Author of the Anfwer to the 
Hiftory of Oracles, has raifed a new Battery againft 
the Socinans, and other Latitudinarians , from which he 
expeéts a very good Succefs. He undertakes to clear the 
Fachers of the Pletoni{m charged upon them. His Work is 
divided into Four Books. In the firft,he pretends to prove, 
thartheFathers were not bred up in the PlatonickPhilofophy ; 
and denies that this Philofophy prevailed in the firft Ages 
of the Chriftian Church , as that of Ariftorle in the latter 
Times. In the Second, he maintains that the Fathers 
never followed Plato’s Doftrine ; but on the contrary, 
reje€ted it without any Exception. In the Third, he goes 
farther ftill ; for he undertakes to prove, that thofe Holy 
Men confuted the chief Opinions of that Philofopher. 
In the Fourth , he enquires into the Reafons , why the 
Fathers have been charged with Platonifm. Four Things, 
fays he, have contributed to it. 1. An Opinion, that the 
Fathers had the fame Veneration for Plato, as the Chrifti- 
ans of the lateer Times for Ariftorle. 2. The Encomiums 
which fome Fathers beftowed upon Plato. 3. The Ne- 
thod of fome Eminent Writers, who being puzzled with 
feveral Expreffions of the Fathers concerning the Trinity, 
endeavoured to come off by laying the Fault upon the 
Platonick Philofophy. 4: The Socinians , who very much 
infift upon the Platonifm of the Fathers, in Anfwer to che 
Arguments grounded on their Teftimony, to prove the 
Trinity, and other Myfteries of the Chriftian Faith. 
This Work of Father Baltus is a€tually in che Prefs. 
Father Banduri , an Italian Monk , of the Order of Sr. 
Benediét, is writing the Hiftory of the Lower Empire : He 
begins with Diocletian. This Hiftory will contain a De- 
{cription of above 8000 Medals: The moft confiderabie 
have been engraved.
